Former War Secretary Is 
Selected by Coolidge 
to Succeed Wood. 


MANY SUGGESTED 
FOR ISLAND POST 


Expect Appointment to Make 
Certain Present Policies 
Will Be Continued. 


Henry L Stimson, former Secretary ot 
War, was yesterday named by President 
Coolidge to be governor general of the 
Philippines. He will succeed the late 
Maj. Gen. Leonard Wood. 

Until Mr. Stimson’s name was sent 
to the Senate there had been no inkling 
at the White House that he would be 
appointed. Although his name had 
been mentioned along with a host of 
others, it was rather generally believed 
that the President had been unable to 
persuade him to give up his private 
practice of law in New York to take 
the island post. 


Will Continue Wood Policies. 


His appointment assures the continu- 
ance of the work begun by Gen. Wood 
and brings an end to frequent re- 
ports and suggestions that there might 
be a change.in policy on the part of 
this Government toward the islands. 
Stimson is generally understood to be 
thoroughly in accord with the Wood 
policies. 

In the long process of selecting a man 
for the post begun shortly after the 
general’s death last summer, many 
names came under consideration. For 
a while it was thought the President 
would appoint a civilian as opposed to 
& military man because of its psycho- 
logical effect. 

Coolidge Aid in Nicaragua. 


. Then the impression was obtained 
that perhaps in the nature of things 
the mantle would fall on a military 
man. The President recently let it be 


4 known, however, that he did not see 


that it made any difference whether 
the choice came from the military or 
civilian ranks, so long as the man was 
not predominantly of a military mind 

It was Mr. Stimson who went to Nica- 
ragua as the President’s personal repre- 
sentative and brought about peace be- 
tween the warring factions... 

He was born in 1867 and is a graduate 
of Yale and Harvard Law School. For 
along time he was associated in law 
practice with Elihu Root. When this 
country went to war with Germany he 
volunteered his services and was com- 
missioned a major in the Judge Advo- 
cate General’s Department. Subse- 
quently he was commissioned a lieuten- 
ant colonel in the 305th Field Artillery 
and later promoted: to colonel in com- 


mand of the Thirty-first Field Artillery 
with which he served in France.

approach any of the jurors. He tes- 
tified also to the presence of Sheldon 
Clark, of the Sinclair interests, at some 
of the meetings, at which the reports 
of the operatives were given to Day, but 
failed to recall ever having received 
any instructions from Clark. 

It_ was through the testimony ot 
Britton Browne, member of the firm ot 
Randall H. Hagner, and Robert C Dove, 
an associate of the same firm, that it 
was brought out that Day personally 
had launched some inquiries ae to the 
mortgage on the Kern home. Day did 
t according to the witnesses, 
through the Haz~-~ cTice after he hac 
asked Mr. Browne how such informa- 
tion might be obtained. As the resuit 
of, the inquiry it was established. the 
various witnesses testified, that there 
was a $4,000 mortgage on the Kern 
home obtained from a building and 
loan association. 

After this evidence had been sub- 
mitted Harry Jeffries, personal clerk to 
Sinclair, testified briefly to the effect 
that under instructions from Day he 
had called W: Sherman Burns in New 
York and asked the latter to get in 
touch with Day “y telephone. 


Police Employe Called. 


Testimony was also given by Dan 
M. Jackson, an meploye of the De- 
partment of Justice, relative to a cal) 
he had had from Mark Thompson, of 
counsel for Fall. The call, Jackson 
testified, related to some information 
that Thmopson wanted about H. R. 
Lamb, also an employe of the Depart- 
ment and who was mentioned in an 
affidavit submitted by the Burns 
Agency as having been seen in con- 
versation with Juror Glasscock, at 
Bolling Field. -Jackson testified that 
he made some inquiries and discov- 
ered that Mr. Lamb was Special assist- 
anit Attorney General and that he so 
reported to Mr. Thompson, 

*The Jackson testimony provoked the 
most stubborn and heated legal bat- 
tle that the trial has as yet witnessed 
George P. Hoover, of counsel for Sin- 
clair; Judge Daniel Thew Wright, rep- 
resenting Day, and Charles A. Doug- 
las, for the Burns respondents, all 
joined in vigorous objections to the 
testimony on the ground that it was 
not relevant to the case and did not 
connect up with any of the respond- 
ents. 

Neil Burkinshaw, assistant United 
States district attorney, who at that 
time had relieved Maj. Peyton Gordon. 
United States district attorney, in the 
examination of witnesses, informed the 
court that he believed later evidence 
would establish the relevancy of the 
testimony. On this ground Justice Sid- 
dons admitted the evidence, with the 
understanding that: he would entertain 
@® motion to strike out if the prosecu- 
tion failed to justify its presentation.

Did Not Shadow King. 


Ruddy was askec. if he or any of 
his men had eve’ shadowed Donald 
King, the r-porter, who discussed the 
case with Juror Kidwell, and replied 
that he had not. A similar query was 
put relative to J. Roy Akers, the man 
who exposed Kidwel. as the talkative 
juror and at that point Maj. Gordon 
objected to the line of questioning and 
was sustained. 

Under questioning by the _ court 
Ruddy testified that the men to be 
shadowed at the time when the force 
of Burns operatives were reduced were 
designated by Day. He identified these 
men as Jurors Kern Glasscock and Kid- 
well and Burr and Lamb. Ruddy’s 
testimony was that this action was 
taken because Day no longer thought 
it necessary to Keep all the jurors un- 
der surveillance, and. that Day gave 
him the names of those to shadow. 
The court also propounded some ques- 
tions relative to the employment of 
Operative Long, the man who later re- 
vealed what was being done to Gifford 
Pinchot. 

On redirect examination by Maj. Gor- 
don, Ruddy testified that on the day 
the headquarters of the Burns opera- 
tives were raided he went to the Wil- 
lard and reported the happening to 
Clark, because he had been unable to 
locate Day. Ruddy said he told Clark 
what had happened, stated that there 
would be no further work on the op- 
eration and asked Clark to transmit 
the information to Day. 


$4,000 Mortgage Traced. 


Mr. Browne, after identifying him- 
self and testifying to his friendship for 
both Day and Donald Woodward, at 
whose house Day was a guest, said that 
Day asked him at Mr. Woodward’s home 
how he might obtain information as to 
an incumbrance on a piece of property. 
Browne said that the information could 
be obtained at the record office and 
offered to have it done through the 
Hagner organization. It was establish- 
ed through Mr. Browne’s testimony and 
that of other members of the Hagner 
Organization that Day came to the 
latter office, looked up the Kern prop- 
erty on the plat book, then in the as- 
sessment book, and, after the facts 
there had been ascertained, an employe 
of the Hagner firm, Paul S. Anderson, 
discovered by inquiries at the.record 
office that there was a $4,000 mortgage. 
This information, the witness said, was 
transmitted to Day. 

Mr. Browne was prevented by both 
Maj. Gordon and Judge Wright from 
saying on either on direct or cross ex- 
amination what Day had told him was 
the reason for his interest in the Kern 
mortgage. 

Robbins Under Examination. 


Mr. Woodward’s testimony dealt 
mainly with the presence of Day at the 
Woodward home. He gave evidence 
that Day and Sinclair had a confer- 
ence at the Laurel Race Track and also 
that he called Day at the Mayflower on 
the day the marshals came looking for 
him. 

Mr. Jackson in his testimony ex- 
plained a long friendship with both Mr. 
Thompson and former Secretary Fall 
and told of his inquiries in the De- 
partment of Justice when he was asked 
to determine who Lamb was, at 
Thompson’s request. 

George H. Robbins, who was Ruddy’s 
assistant during the investigation here, 
was on the stand when court ad- 
journed.

BY GAT OF ofan 


Puccini’s Tragedy Wins Suc- 
cess as Spectacle Also; New 
Voices Adequate. 


INTERVENTION BY DEATH 
SHIFTS.PRIMA DONNAS 


Maria lacavino Takes Cecile 
Sherman’s Place and Portrays 
Cho-Cho-San Brilliantly. 


“Madame Butterfly,” Puccini’s tragic 
opera, was sung in English last night at 
Poli’s Theater by the American Opera 
Company, which repeated the monu- 
mental success it had achieved in its 
premiere of “Faust” on Monday night. 

“Madame Butterfly” was given before 
an audience which rivaled in distinc- 
tion the one of the night before, with 
the exception that neither President 
or Mrs, Coolidge was present. As a 
medium for the genius of these young 
American singers “Madame Butterfly” 
was another happy choice, and enthu- 
siasm reigned in the theater during its 
presentations. 

A special feature of the production 
was that Michio Ito, the famous Japa- 
nese dancer and actor, had supervised 
the costumes and acting and much. of 
the scenery, and it was most realistic of 
the Oriental kingdom in which the 
opera was placed. % 


New Principals Presented. 


True to its ideal of not featuring cer- 
tain singers as stars above the others 
in the company, an entirely new group 
of principals were presented last night. 
Those who had borne the leading roles 
with such eclat on Monday night were 
noted here and there in last night’s 
chorus or in the audience content that 
others .of their comrades were having 
their moments in the operatic sun. 

It was decidedly a new version of 
“Madame Butterfly.” Again the action 
moved with rapidity more as a drama 
than an opera, The play, the drama, 
the story was the thing rather fhan the 
singing, just as it is in real life when 
bursts of song grow out of high emo- 
tions rather than high emotions out of 
singing. 

Every opportunity was seized ‘for ar- 
tistic development of the theme. The 
mounting, the costuming, and every 
other detail had been studied, but by 
artists in this field. The scenic pictures 
presented were in themselves a treat 
aside from the real excellence of the 
vocal and orchestral portions of the 
opera. 

Fate 1n the form of the sudden death 
of the mother of Cecile Sherman, who 
was to have sung Madame Butterfly 
last night, brought her third under- 
study, Maria Iacavino, a 25-year-old 
Italian-American girl, one of nine chil- 
dren of a Providence, R. I., electrician. 
into the roll of the prim donna for 
the night. 

With only one rehearsal, Miss laca- 
vino, who has a beautiful lyric and 
dramatic soprano voice, was able to 
carry the role acceptably. although she 
showed perceptible nervousness in the 
first act, which somewhat detracted 
from her opening solos. She recovered 
from this natural defect, however, and 
made a pronounced hit. She looked 
the Madame Butterfly part to perfec- 
tion, and her acting was good, too, 
after her nervousness had worn off to 
some extent 


Enunciation Is Perfect. 


The libretto had been done over in 
exquisite and poetic English by R. H. 
Elkin, and again the perfect enuncia- 
tion was a chief charm of the opera. 
There was no guessing about the words 
melodiously voiced by the singers; the 
audience heard them clearly, one and 
all. 

This advantage led to a more ab- 
sorbed interest than usual with most 
opera audiences, who generally wait 
for the big arias and songs and remain 
more or less indifferent to much of 
the action in between these operatic 
high lights. 

Once more Frank St. Leger was in 
the conductor’s stand and heightened 
the good impression he had made on 
Monday night. The opera itself pos- 
sesses those two great attributes of 
opera art—beauty of plot and great 
music. Under the guiding hand and 
the baton of Mr, St. Leger the orchestra 
did its full share in presenting the 
great music the composer had written 
in the score. Especially effective was 
the brief but intricate fugue work of 
the orchestral prelude. This bit intro- 
duced the audience to the opening 
scene and the delicate, frail, alluring 
strains of the orchestral accompani- 
ment told its story as well as the sing- 
ers. 

The orchestra did another fine. piece 
of work when, with the entrance of 
Madame Butterfly, it brought out 
with master skill the great love theme 
of the opera, a Cluster of chords that 
flash forth unlooked for harmonies. 
It reminded the musical gifted in the 
audience that Puccini was a master 
of modulations in persistent progress 
through varying keys, a fact that makes 
up much of the orchestral greatness of 
“Madame Butterfly.” 

The great role in “Madame Butter- 
fly” is that of the hapless child wife, 
Cho-Cho-San. Last night’s “Madame 
Butterfly” should rank high among 
those previously seen in Washington. 
Her youth, her charm and her beauty, 
as well as the glorious vocal equipment 
and vivid interpretation of this diffi- 
cult operatic role, won her applause. 

In the beautiful Flower Duet with 
Suzuki, sung last’ night admirably 
by Helen Oelheim, ‘“‘Madame Butterfly” 
accomplished the pyrotechnics, the 
tenderness, the abandon, the hidden 
beauty beneath the obvious of this 
classic. With its strange involutions 
and harmonies it called out spontaneous 
applause. 

A world of tenderness was put into 
the famous “‘Lullaby,” sung by “Madame 
Butterfly,” while her final great aria 
was a gem of operatic art. 


Great Aria Fascinates. 


In her song, which began “Ah! Night | 


of Rapture,” there was an exquisite 
burst of melody in showers of the 
sweet witcheries of Japanese musical 
motiffs, strange indeed to Occidental 
ears, but fascinating withal. 

Almost equal praise should be given 
to Hclén Oelheim as Suzuki. Her 
voice was admirably controlled and it 
could portray depths of emotions as 
well. Louise Bernhardt as Kate Pinker- 
ton was good in her brief appearance, 
and Louise Richardson as* Trouble, 
Cho-Cho-San’s child, was sweet and 
appealing. 

Charlies Hedley as Lieut. Pinkerton. 
of course. had the major men’s role. 
His lyric tenor was well adapted to 


the requirements of the opera and he 


histrionic ability as well.

Inspector William S. Shelby was pro- 
moted yesterday to be an assistant 
superintendent of police effective -to- 
morrow.

It came as a sur- 
prise because both Maj. Hesse and Com- 
missioner Proctor L Dougherty stated 
early in the fall that they intended to 
let the extra post of assistant superin- 
tendent pass out-of existence. 

With the premotion came a reor- 
ganization o* the police department, 
the second since Maj. Hesse was placed 
in command. Henry G. Pratt, the 
senior assistant superintendent, who 
has been in command of the detective 
bureau only is, under the reorganiza- 
tion, given the additional title of 
supervisory assistant and is placed in 
command of the detective bureau and 


all the uniformed force except the traf- 
fic bureau. 


Given Traffic Bureau. 


Shelby, whose subtitle will be adminis- 
trative assistant, will have charge of 
the personnel work, as he now has as an 
inspector, the. Traffic Bureau, hack in- 
spector’s office, custody of clothing and 
property, the repair shop and the tele- 
phone bureau. 

It is the intention to place an officer 
in active charge, under Pratt, of the 
Detective Bureau. This assignment has 
not yet been made. It is not intended 
to name an inspector to succeed Shelby, 
thus reducing the number of inspectors 
from five to four. 


Shelby’s Career Enviable. 


The chief clerk of the department, 
the Women’s Bureau of the Board of 
Police Surgeons are still left reporting 
directly to the major and _  superin- 
tendent. 

Shelby was appointed to the police 
force as a private in 1902. In 1913 he 
was assigned to the Police Court as- 
sistant corporation counsel for informa- 
tion clerk. In 1917 he was promoted 
to sergeant. He became a lieutenant in 
1919 and captain in 1922. Two years 
later he was promoted to be an in- 
spector.

Subsequent to the board’s action, 
Commissioner Teller, who represents 
the Pacific coast on the board, and 
who formerly was financially interested 
in ships operated by Swayne & Hoyt, 
issued a statement denying reports in 
shipping circles here that he had been 


Mr. Teller declared that he had no 
connection with Swayne & Hoyt and 
that he had known nothing of the 
loan until Mr. Hill told the board 
about it several weeks ago. 

San Francisco, Dec. 13 (A.P.).— 
Robert Swayne, president of Swayne & 
Hoyt ship owners, expressed surprise 
today over the action of the United 
States Shipping Board in canceling the 
firm’s contract for operation of the 
American Australia Orient Line. Mr. 
Swayne said J. J. Bley, named in a 
resolution adopted by the board as hav- 
ing made a loan to Commissioner W. 
S. Hill, was well known to him.

VOICED BY REMUS 


Bootleg King Would “Crack a 
Skull” Unless He Got 
His Certificates. 


BERGER, WITNESS. SUES 
TAFT FOR $500,000) 


Prisoner, Representing an 
Indicted Witness, Scores 
Prosecutor and Dodge. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—A 
sister of the slain Imogene Holmes 
Remus, Mrs. Grace Campbell, of Mi- 
ami, Fla., today testified in the mur- 


der trial of her brother- in-law, George 
mus, former “king of bootleggers,” 

how she had passed nearly two months 

in a vain effort to bring them to an 


' agreement. 


She fought bravely to hold back her 
tears, but they came along with great 
sobs when she told that Remus, in 
demanding the return of whisky cer- 
tificates. held by Mrs. Remus, had 
threatened to divest her of every cent 
of her fortune and every shred of repu- 
tation. Remus threatened that he 
would “crack a skull” unless he got 
back the certificates, which répresented 
sO much liquor in a warehouse, she 
said. 

Once, Mrs. Campbell testified, upon 
one of her ten visits to Remus while 
he was a prisoner in the Federal peni- 
tentiary at Atlanta, Ga., she had asked 
him why “my sister cried and was so 
unhappy and could not sleep at night 
after seeing him.” 

“He replied that she did not under- 
stand him,” testified Mrs. Campbell. 


Lawyers are Gentle 


Mrs. Campbell was said to suffer from 
heart disease and the lawyers were very 
gentie with her. On her part she tried 
Valiantly to maintain control of herself 
and gave way only when quoting 
directly Remus’ words to her sister. 

Her appearance brought the high 
point of a cour session which started 
furiously with a vitriolic speech by 
Remus, in which he declaimed against 
Prosecutor Charles P. Taft 2d and 
Franklin L Dodge, jr.. former Federal 
Department of Justice agent, to whom 
Remus attributes all his troubles, but 
died steadily in interest with the in- 
troduction of witnesses. 

Prosecutor Taft today was made the 
defendant in a $500,000 suit for dam- 
ages, John S. Berger, reputed rich Los 
Angeles, Calif., exposition promoter de- 
manding a quarter of a million dollars 
each for statements made in a perjury 
indictment returned by the Hamilton 
County grand jury and alleged state- 
ments made by Taft in granting a news- 
paper interview.

Vincent Lush Charged With 
Striking Miss Pauline 
Hays at Party. 


NOTE HAS LED TO INQUIRY 


New York, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Investiga- 
tion of the mysterious death two weeks 
ago of Miss Pauline Hays, noted horse- 
woman and race track follower, today 
resulted in the arrest of Vincent Lush, 
a clerk, charged with having caused her 
death. 

Miss Hays died at a hospital Decem- 

ber 1, four days after she had been 
taken from her apartnient suffering 
from what appeared to be a heavy blow 
on the jaw. Septic poisoning, compli- 
cated by pneumonia, was, given as the 
cause of her death. 
Police said that Miss Hays declared 
Lush struck her during a drinking 
party November 27, Later an anony- 
mous note in a woman’s handwriting 
was received at police headquarters ask- 
ing that they investigate the death of 
Miss Hays. 

A quiet search was started for Lush, 
also Known as Vincent Harris. He ap- 
peared at police headquarters today, 
saying he had just learned that he was 
wanted. He admitted attending the 
drinking party, but denied striking the 
womaih 

Miss Hays was 37 years old and for 
more than ten years had appeared at 
horse shows throughout the country as 
a professional equestrienne, riding the 
mounts of many noted society people. 
She also was an ardent follower of 
horse races, where her large wagers &t- 
tracted much attention. 

In 1924 Miss Hays gained wide news- 
paper publicity when she settled for 
$50,000 a breach of contract suit she 
had brought against John L. Bushnell, 
former president of the First National 
Bank at Springfield, Ohio, and a son of 
the late Gov. Asa Bushnell of Ohio.

nor Issues 15 More Pardons; 
155 for 6 Weeks. 


Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 13 (A.P.).—In a 
drizzling rain today Kentucky inaugu- 
rated Flem D. Sampson, of Barbourville, 
a Republican, her thirty- o-saiea gov- 
ernor. 

In his inaugural address, Gov. Samp- 
son reviewed his campaign pledges: 
Free textbooks for the school children 
ot the State, better roads, and a non- 
partisan business administration of the 
affairs of the Commonwealth. 

With him into office went a Demo- 
cratic lieutenant governor, James Brea- 
thitt, jr., and the full Democratic ticket, 
which out-polled the Republican nomi- 
nees in the November 8 election, 

During his last morning in Office, 
William J. Fields, retiring Democratic 
governor, issyed fifteen pardons and 
three restorations ‘of citizenship. The 
papers brought his total acts of clem- 
ency for the last two days to 85, in- 
cluding pardons for one murderer who 
would have died in the electric chair, 
and sixteen men who were serving life 

sentences. Gov. Fields granted 155. 
clemencies during his last six weeks as 
chief executive of the State. 

Nearly 10,000 persons crowded about 
the reviewing stand as the University 
ol Kentucky’s cadet band played the 
“Star-Spangled Banner.” And the hap- 
piest member of the throng was Judge 
Sampson’s 93-year-old mother.

Small Cotton Crops 


Rome, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Cotton pro- 
duction, both in Egypt and in India, 
for the present season will be consider- 
ably below normal,’ it is indicated in 
figures compiled by the International 
Institute of Agriculture. 

The production in Egypt is estimated 
at 1,251,900 bales, which is a decrease of 
16 per cent compared with last season.

BUILING AT HAND 


C. M. Keys; Head of Curtiss 
Co., So Declares at Chicago 
Aviation Dinner. 


3,000 PLANES NEEDED 
BY NATION NEXT YEAR 


Great Extension of Commer- 
cial Flying Predicted; Mexico 
Wants Mail Service. 


Chicago, Dec. 13 (A.P.)—The period 
in American industry known as the 
“survival of the fittest” is at hand in 
the airplane manufacturing business 
declared C. M. Reys, president of the 
Curtiss Aeroplane & Motor Co., who 
entered the aviation business by way 
of banking. 

Speaking tonight before the Illinois 
Manufacturers Association “aviation 
dinner,” a feature of the national air- 
ports. conference, Keys said he believed 
the losses in 1928 will equal at least 
half the capital invested. 

Something Itke 3,000 planes will be 
required next year, he predicted, and to 
supply these two or three big com- 


panies are firmly established; a dozen 
others are hanging on “with difficulty. 
and at least 50 more want to get in.” 

Keys predicted Chicago will become 
the chief airport center, but e>clared 
costs here were too high for the city 
to lead in airplane manufacturing. 


Co. tenders for Honor. 


Buffalo, Detroit and St. Louis are 
the leading contenders for that honor, 
he said Keys became president of the 
Curtiss Co. through a financial reor- 
ganization instigated by his banking 
connections. 

In ten years commercial planes will 
fly a total of 50,000 miles every 24 
hours, predicted Paul Henderson, pres- 
ident of the Aeronautical Chamber of 
Commerce. 

Henderson observed that a “nation 
thoroughly equipped with modern air 
transportation also is a nation prepared 
to defend itself if occasion arises.” 

Fog curtailed the aerial activities of 
the 50 or more mayors attending Mayor 
Thompson’s airports conference, pre- 
venting them from taking an aerial 
sightseeing jaunt over the City. 


Airport Dedicated. 


They did, however, visit Chicago’s 
municipal airport and witness its dedi- 
cation. The mayors had lunch in a 
hangar, with the roar of planes “tun- 
ing up” in their ears. They will take 
their air “rubber-neck” trip tomorrow, 
weather permitting... The conference, 
intended to stimulate a national inter- 
est in airports, will end tomorrow, 

“It is only a matter of years until_it 
will be easier to trave] to any part of 
the world by air than it was for our 
forefathers to travel to Washington 
when it was made the Nation’s Capi- 
tal,” said William P. MacCracken, jr., 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce, in 
charge of commercial aviation, declared, 
addressing the Rotary Club. He also 
spoke before the airport conference. 


Mexico Wants Air Mail. 


Mexico, MacCracken continued, has 
asked the United States to extend its 
air mail service into that country. 
He said it would not be long until 
the Chicago-Dallas service would be 
continued on to Laredo, on the border 

Officials of the United States Weather 
Bureau and executives of commercial 
airplane companies, conferring today. 
also in connection with the airports 
conference, agreed that greater distribu- 


tion of weather data will aid aviation. |’ 


Prof. Charles F. Marvin, chief of the 
Federal bureau, said the furnishing of 
improved service had been retarded 
because of misunderstandings. He 
said, hereafter, data on a_ six-hour 
instead of a twelve-hour basis would 
be distributed to airports. 


MAJ. OWEN, BRYAN'S 
SON-IN-LAW, IS DEAD 


British Veteran and Daughter 
ef Commoner Served 
Together in War. 


Miami, Fla., Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Maj. 
Reginald Owen, son-in-law of the late 
William Jennings Bryan, and a veteran 
of the British army, died here last 
night from illness contracted during 
the Dardanelles campaign in the World 
War. Recently his condition had be- 
come critical and a few days ago a 
Philadelphia specialist was called in 
for consultation by local physicians. 

Born in Ceylon, India, July 26, 1883, 
Maj. Owen was a son of the late Sir 
Theodore Owen and received his earlier 
education in Wellington College before 
attending the Royal Military Academy 
His entrance into the British army was 
with the engineering corps, in 1902. 
He married Miss Ruth Bryan in Lin- 
coln, Nebr., May 3, 1910. The couple 
both saw service in the World War and 
were for a long period stationed in 
Egypt, where Mrs. Owen was associated 
as a nurse with the volunteer aid de- 
tachment. 

Maj. and Mrs. Owen came to Florida 
from Egypt, where he had been granted 
sick leave 

Besides his widow, who was last term 
defeated for Congress in Florida, and 
who recently announced she would run 
again, Maj. Owen is survived by a 
daughter; Helen Rudd Owen; a son. 
Reginald Bryan Owen, a stepdaughter, 
Mrs. Ruth Meeker, a stepson, John 
Bryan, and a brother, Bayford Owen.

moment more he had vanished in the 
gray mist that lowered. in the skies.. 

Disaster seemed to dog him before he 
succeeded in gaining the aiz. Twice 
the gray ship lifted from the field. and 
twice drop down to ground. mn 
when at last the trusty plane 
skim over the grass, the small crowd at 
spectators watched it with breathless 
hope and doubt. 

Decision Made Suddenly. 


Col. Lindbergh made his decision 
with characteristic suddenness. He 
spent the ght with Maj Harvey 5. 
Burwell, commanding officer at Bolling 
Field, in his quarters at the field. 
Shortly after he had finished breakfast 
at IO o’clock, Lieut..Comdr. Homer C. 
Wick, commanding officer of the Naval 
Air Station, afrived at Maj. Burwell's 
cottage with. good news, namely, that 
immediate weather prospects were 
about the best that could be expected 
for the next few days. 

These reports were corroborated by 
the Army’s forecasts brought to the 
colonel just about. that time by Libut. 
Harry \Dinger 

Col. Lindbergh calmly arrived at his 
decision. He said: 

“I guess I'll go.” 

He began to gather up his flying togs, 
while Maj Burwell phoned the en- 
gineering hangar to have the plane 
filed with warm oil, and to warm up 
the enginéd, 


Inspects Field For Take-off. 


Col. Lindbergh, actompanied by a few 
Army and Navy officers, drove in an 
automobile to the hangar, where he 
made a close inspection of the plane. 
The engine then was started, and the 
humming tune it sang apparently was 
satisfactory, for Lindberg) immediately 
started out to test the field for the 
take-off. 

He put on a pair of Knee boots, and 
accompanied by Capt. L. 3. Mulzer, of 
Bolling Field, paced the entire length 
of the field, and placing 2,200 feet to 
the south of the p»xint from which the 
take-off was to start scveral white 
flags. These were to indicate that if 
he had not gained the air by the time 
he reached them, it would be virtually 
impossible to negotiate the take-off. 

Meanwhile the plane ws being taken 
toward the point at the north end of 
the field from which the take-off was 
to start. The plane was pushed by 
several men under direction of Maj 
Burwell. Reaching the peint the plane 
was turned around. 


Carries Rifle in Plane. 


A final inspection was made. Col. 
Lindbergh donned his fur-lined fiying 


suit. which he slipped over his gray 
business suit, and exchanged his felt 
hat for the helmet and goggles. His 
flying togs had been brought to him in 
an Army car. 

He entered the plane. His food sup- 
ply, consisting of four meat sandwiches 
two. canteens of water, and sufficient 
concentrated food to last for a week. 
in case he should have a forced land- 
ing in some desert place, were placed 
in “the plane. He took with him aiso a 
hunting rifle for contingent use in case 
of a forced landing in a desert, where 
he might meet with enemies. 

Ten additional gallons of gasoline 
were added, bringing the total quantity 
carried to 365 gallons. Thé.total weigh: 
of the load was 2,100 pounds. Fifteer 
gallons of oil were carried. 


Poses for Photographers. 


When everything was in readiness, a 
group of photographers lined about the 
plane, and Lindbergh posed for them 
standing beside the plane with Maj 
Burwell. 

The motor was started. That was at 
12:21 o’clock. F. Trubee Drvison, As- 
sistant Secretary of War for Aero- 
nautics. rushed forward and shook 
hiads with Lindbergh. who, in turn 
shook hand with a number of the 
mM. . around nim. 

Lindberg signaled the mechanics to 
remove the wheel blocks. Several of the 
Officers braced themselves against the 
struts of the plane and pushed. The 
plane started lumberingyalond the field 
splashing through muddy pools which 
contained several inches of water. Al- 
though the plane’s load was more than 
600 pounds less than it carried on the 
flight to Paris, it did not rise. 


Plane Slow to Rise. 


Still it did not leave the soggy field 
and the small crowd—the crowd was 
small because the time of departure 
was not known—watched with tense ex- 
pectation. 

The white flags were passed, and still 
the famous pilot did not rise. There 
were cries, “He will never make it.” 
The plane lifted, and with it lifted the 
crowd’s hopes. It dropped down again, 
and the hearts of the spectators also 
dropped. Again it lifted—more buoy- 
antly than before. But again it dropped. 
Disaster loomed for a moment. There 
was a possibility of a nose-over, with 
consequent fire. 

But Lindbergh “saile@ on.” Neither | 
the flags he had passed nor the danger 
before him cost him his presence of 
mind. He managed the plane skillfully. 
and finall., at 12:29 o’clock was in the 
air, and *~yhen he was safely out of dan- 
ger, Maj. Burwell; whose tense anxiety 
was greater than that of any other, 
said: 


Leaves Messages to Officers, 


“My God, that boy has the stuff. 
He kept the nose down until he knew 
he had the proper speed, and then 
everything was all right.” 

After Lindbergh had gotten off safely, 
a number of Army, Navy end Depart- 
ment of Commerce planes followed, in- 
tending to accompany him for the first 
50 or 100 miles of the journey. How- 
ever, the planes were unable to keep 
up with the conqueror of the Atlantic, 
who was traveling, it was estimated, 
about 110 miles an hour. 

Lindbergh left two messages, one for 
Maj. Burwell, which said: 

“Many thanks for your cooperation. 
It has been 100 per cent.” 

Another for Lieut. Dinger said: 

“I certainly appreciate your assist- 
ance in preparing for my flight to 
Mexico City. Please give my thanks 
to Staff Sergt. R. W. Hooe for the ex- 
cellent inspection he’has given the 
Spirit of St. Louis.”

Mexico City,* Dec. 13 (A.P.).—From 
President Calles to. the };vorest peon, 
Mexico is thrilled by the flight of Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh from Wrshington 
as by nothing else in the countrys re- 
cent history. 

A few hours after the news of the 
transatlantic flier’s start from Wash- 
ington reached Mexico City, President 
Calles issued a proclamation making 
Wednesday a national holiday in honor 
of Lindbergh, calling upon the people 
to pay tribute to the flier as an hon- 
ored guest of the nation and ordering 
all government offices closed not only 
on Wednesday but on other days of the 
aviator’s stay when popular festivals 
will be given in his honor. 

The president expects all business 
houses to close for Lindbergh’s arrival, 
which will be the first time in history 
such a tribute has been paid to any 
foreigner. 

Every one was eagerly speculating to- 
night on the probable hour of the 
popular hero’s arrival, which is vari- 
ously estimated at from early morning 
until noon. 

President Calles and: his entire cabi- 
net plan to be at the Valbuena land- 
ing field not later than 8 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. Ambassador Dwight 
W. Morrow, the entire American Em- 
bassy’s staff and the Ministers from 
England, France and Belgium will be 
in the presidentia] party by special in- 
vitation. 

Thousands of Mexico City’s citizens 
are planning to be on the field before 
daylight, especially those of the poorer 


classes, to whom sleeping out of doors: 


is no novelty. They made ready tonight 
to sleep along the roadsides and in 
nearby fields in order to assure them- 
selves of vantage points for the arrival. 

Ambassador Morrow and Lindbergh 
will proceed-in the presidential automo- 
bile at the head of a military parade of 
several thousand soldiers. 

The procession will pass through the 
great main plaza, where the. cathedral 
and the ndtional palace are located, 
thence through the heert of the busi- 
ness district and along Mexico City’s

Other plans include a festival at the 
Military College, Mexico’s “West Point,” 
near the capital, where all the chiefs of

the flier. 

President Cailes and many of the 
highest gove. ament officials sat up late 
tonight and were prepared to stay up 
all night, if necessary. receiving bul- 
letins on the progress of Col. Lind- 
bergh.

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WEATHER WILL SHAPE 
ROUTE OF LINDBERG 


Colonel to Pass Through Six 
Southern States and Then 
Follow Coast. 


WILL FLY 26 TO 28 HOURS 


Col. Charles A. Lindbergh is expected 
to follow a route which would be 
shaped largely by weather conditions 
and to arrive in Mexico City about dusk 
today. The time of the flight, it was 
predicted, would be from 26 to 28 hours. 

According to the route mapped out 
as most desirable, however, he would 
first pass over. Fredericksburg, V4a., 
thence over Roanoke, thence over Bris- 
tol, Va., from thence to Chattanooga, 
Tenn., whence he wouki head across the 
northwestern corner of Georgia, thence 
across the. northern part of Alabama 
and into Mississippi, probably passing 
over Columbus, and from that point to 
Jackson. 

He should have réached Jackson, fol- 
lowing this course, shortly after 1 
o’clock this morning, when he would be 
about 1,194 miles from Washington. 

From Jackson on the weather con- 
ditions would Be a more decided factor 
in forming the course of his flight. 

According to the plan, however, he 
would probably fly from Jackson to 
Natchez; thence to Lake Charles, La., 
from that point to Beaumont, Tex., and 
thence to Galvestion, Tex. 

Co], Lindbergh said that he probably 
would make a “bee line” to Galveston, 
Tex., when he would follow the coast 
line to the Mexican border. This route 
would not exactly make a “bee. line,” 
However, according to the route, he 
would fly along the Texas gulf coast 
from Galveston to Brownsville, which 
is 1,541 miles from Washington—the 
entire distance of his flight over Ameri- 
can territory. 

Lindbergh had first planned to enter 
Mexican territory at Brownsville. 

From that point, according to the 


plan, he would follow the coast line to. 


Tampico, Mexico, whence he would fly 
directly to Mexico City, 230 mules away, 
completing a journey of 2,031 miles.

Lindbergh has undertaken another hazardous 
adventure. He is flying to the City of Mexicu. 
Washington was taken by surprise by Lind- 
bergh’s departure yesterday. The weather was 
not of the best, and it was generally believed 
that the field was too soggy to support his 
heavily laden plane. 
‘* The weather between Washington and the 
City of Mexico will be good, according to latest 
reports received by the Army and the Navy. Al- 
though the Spirit of St. Louis may run into 
fog, and may encounter head winds of vary- 
ing intensity, as a whole it is believed that the 
weather is as favorable as could be expected 
diiring thé next few weeks. 

Col. Lindbergh’s plans after reaching Mexico 
City are not yet certain. If the trip should 
prove successful he probably will decide to 
fly on to Havana,, reaching the Cuban capital 
in time for the opening of the Pan-American 
conference in January. It is to be hoped that 
these plans will materialize. Wherever Lind- 
bergh goes he is hailed as a messenger of 
American good will. 

Now, however, is no time to think of future 
plans. Lindbergh, the incomparable, is in the 
air, bound on a dangerous journey. The Nation 
awaits word of his progress. God speed his 
safe arrival! 


UNLAWFUL SEARCH AND SEIZURE. 


Under a recent ruling of the Supreme Court 
of the United States, search and seizure with- 
out a warrant invalidates a conviction for 
violation “of the Volstead act. The particular 
case arose over the arrest, search and seizure 
without warrant of one Rosario Gambino, in 
whose automobile was found a quantity of 
Canadian ale. The officers of New York 


‘State had no reason to believe that Gambino 


Was engaged in violating the law. They were 
“fishing for liquor,” ahd although théy made 
a definite catch, the Supreme Court has decided 
that their act was unlawful, that the subse- 
Guent trial and conviction were in the nature 
of ratification of an illegal act. and that there- 
fore the findings of the lower courts must be 
reversed. 

“Throughout the history of prohibition en- 
forcement there has been conflict with the 
fourth and fifth constitutional 
Time and again claims have been made that 
constitutional rights have been violated. fFre- 
Guently convictions have been set aside on this 
ground, but just as often the courts have ruled 
that the arrest, search and seizure was in ac- 
cordance with law. The Supreme Court now 
has reaffirmed the fact that the people have 
a fundamental right to be secure iff their 
persons, houses, papers and effects against un- 
reasonable searches and seizures, that no war- 
rants shall issue but upon probable cause, sup- 
ported by oath or affirmation and particularly 
describing the place to be searched, and the 
persons or things to be seized, and that no 
person shall be held to answer to a capital or 
infamous crime unless on a presentment or 
indictment of a grand jury. 

‘The Supreme Court holds, in effect, that the 
enforcement of one law by violating another 
It.is a wholesome rebuke 
to official law breakers.

THE PHILIPPINES’ NEW GOVERNOR. | ) 


President Coolidge has nominated a most 
competent successor to Maj. Gen. Leonard 


Wood as Governor General of thz Philippines. 
Col, Henry ‘L. Stimson’s official experience 
and his method of dealing with public ques- 
tions make him .especially well qualified for 
the task that awaits him in the Philippines. 
The only doubt that may arise is whether his 
health can withstand the double strain of a 
trying climate and arduous toil. 

Col. Stimson’s appointment sets at rest the 
fears that President Coolidge might have had 
in mind a radical change of policy in dealing 
with the Philippine government. Evidently 
there is not to be a change. Gen. Wood’s work 
is not&to be destroyed, but is to be made the 
basis of further effort in promoting the wel- 
fare of the islanders. Thus disturbing rumors 
are eliminated, and the schemes of Filipino 
politicians frustrated.’ Their mischievous agi- 
tation for immediate independence was not 
inspired by patriotism. but by hopes of private 
advantage. It is well that the Philippine 
people should know that the United States will 
not turn them over to the tender mercies of 
political adventurers and exploiters. 

The Philippines are prosperous. They are 
capable of wonderful development. Indeed, in 
the production of sugar they threaten to create 
a serious problem for the United States. [If 
sugar production should increase at the pres- 
ent rate, and if sugar should be admitted duty 
free, without limitation as to amount, the time 
will come when Philippine sugar will drive out 
the Cuban and domestic product. Cuban sugar 
must pay 1.75 cents a pound duty, and do- 
mestic sugar can not compete with the Philip- 
pines. Thus the United States will buy more 
and more from the islands, and the other 
sources of supply will disappear. America’s 
sugarbowl will be 7,000 miles from home, 
subject to the vicissitudes of war. It is evi- 
dently necessary to impose some equitable 
limitation upon the importation of Philippine 
sugar if Cuban and domestic producers are to 
Survive. The best interests of the United 
States require that sugar should be easily avail- 
able, in peace or in war. It is a necessary of 
life, and interruption of the supply would cause 
great hardship and loss. This country should 
not permit a situation to-arise, through pure 
neglect, which would place the Pacific Ocean 
between the people and their supply of sugar. 


VAUDEVILLE FLOURISHES, 

The importance of the amusement world 
was well emphasized last week when it was 
announced that the latest combination — of 
vaudeville interests, involving the Keith-Albee 
and Orpheum circuits, represented more cuan 
$100,000,000 capital. Since it is fair tou as 
sume that this form of entertainment returns 
at least 6 per cent profit, it is evident that the 
American public is willing to pay Miliions of 
dollars annually to listen to the patter of the 
song and dance men and marvel over the in- 
tellectual brilliance of a trained seal. 

Only a generation or so ago vaudevilie was 
still ‘‘variety.’”’ and was looked down upon by 
persons of .standing and consequence. The 


old variety theaters were, in fact, associated 


too closely with the saloon and the circus to be 
considered at all respectable. The elevation of 
this form of amusement has been:a matter of 
the last two decades. There is nothing now 
in vaudeville to offend the sensibilities. The 
moguls of this form of entertainment are in 
fact, far more strict in their censorship than 
those who contro] the “legitimate”? drama, 
which has lost ground because managers have 
deliberately introduced obscenity and beastli- 
ness, 

The new vaudeville combination now places 
under one head a chain of theaters extending 
into every State of the Union. It used to be 
considered one of the attractions of the larger 
vaudeville circuits that they could offer a 
whole year’s work in one booking. The latest 
amalgamation makes possible a booking guar- 
anteeing four years of work. At this rate the 
day may come when an actor who starts on a 
vaudeville tour will be lost forever to the piace 
from which he started. 


MALL ROADWAYS. 


The Commission of Fine Arts has submitted 
to the National Capital Park and Planning 
Commission a plan calling for the immediate 
construction of two parallel roadways in the 
Mall, for the purpose of relieving traffic con- 
gestion that will be created by the closing of 
streets incidental to Federal building. The 
roadways would disturb no existing temporary 
structures and would follow the permanent | 
plan of Mall roadway development. The cost 
is estimated at $100,000, and the cqmmiésion 
has suggested that the work be completed, if 
possiple, within a few months. 

Work in the Mall-Avenue triangle is destined 
to create considerable traffic problem. Al- 
ready one street has been closed—D _ stréet 
between Fourteenth and Fifteenth—and the in- 
creased traffic in parallel streets is apparent. 
As other streets are closed, much traffic will 
find its way to Pennsylvania avenue, and con- 
gestion in that thoroughfare is already great. 
It is unnecessary to create temporary hizgh- 
ways within the Mall. By acting in advance of 
Federal building operations, permanent streets 
can be laid out and paved, thereby avoiding | 
the confusion incident to new construction. 
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RETURNING THE FLAGS. 


Leaving Boston today is a color guard of six 
men, who are heading for Washington on a 
mission entirely at variance with that which 
brought them this way more than 65 years 
ago. The guard consists .of members of the 
Grand Army .of the Republic, who. served 
with the volunteers from Maine during the 
Civil War. For more than 60 years these old 
veterans have treasured as trophies of their

State? Nogone has raised his voice in protest 
against the action of the Maine veterans ‘in 
deciding upon the disposition of their trophies. 
Sons of the boys in blue and of the boys in gray 
have fought side by side several times since 
the Foraker incident, 
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A NATIONAL CONSERVATORY. 


Representative Hamilton Fish, jr., of New 
York, has introduced a bill providing for the 
‘establishment.in Washington of a national con- 
servatory of music modeled after the Paris 
conservatory. No appropriation is contem- 
plated, the bill providing only that the Gov- 
ernment shall donate a site upon which private 
capital would erect the structure and provide 
for maintenance of the institution. 

Washington is not as appreciative as it 
should be of its Corcoran Gallery of Art. It is 
impossible to measure the value of such an in- 
stitution to the community. It is an inspira- 
tion and a_blessing. The Fish bill now pro- 
poses an institution that would be of equal 
benefit. ; 

The city needs not only a national art gal- 
lery and a national conservatory, but a national 
theater and a national opera company. In 
each classification, save that of the theater, 
progress is being made. Such institutions can 
not be created over night, and those public 
spirited citizens who are working to obtain 
them face innumerable hardships and disap- 
pointments. Nevertheless they are making 
progress, and sooner or later will see the 
fruition of their efforts. 

The Fish bill is to be commended to the 
earnest consideration of Congress. Little is 
asked of the Government. Congress can well 
afford to provide the site asked for as a part 
of the program for the development of a 
world capital at Washington. 


SENATOR CAPPER’S ADVICE. 


Senator Capper’s advice to Washington is 
that it stop short only of ‘‘organized rebellion”’ 
in making a united drive upon Congress for re- 
lief from the inequitable and unjust system of 
taxation. Here, at least, is one program upoa 
which Washington can present a united front.. 
If ever in the history of the city there was need 
for united actions the time is at. hand. 

Washington has fought for just and équitable 
fiscal relationship ever since Congress adopted 
the lump sum principle. Yet the fight has not 
been organized until lately. Since the adjourn- 
ment of the Sixty-ninth Congress trade and 
civic bodies have made fiscal relationship their 
Own programs. Washington has been studying 
the matter and has been devoting its atten- 
tion to gathering statistics and formulating 
arguments for presentation to-Congress. Now 
the time for action has arrived. 

Senator Capper pwointed. out recently that 
there is no outside opposition to the Govern- 
ment’s assumption of its just proportion of the 
burden of running the District government. 
This is no news to Washington. The country 
desires a Capital of which it can be proud. It 
has no disposition to make the group of citi- 
zens who happen to reside therein pay“for 
its entire cost. Individual congrngssmen, work- 
ing only for their own gain and desirous ot 
securing a-reputation for economy of public 
funds, have beclouded the issue to their con- 
stituencies. These men have furthered grave 
injustice, They are unworthy of the offices 
they hold. . 

Let Washington take Senator Capper’s ad- 
vice. Let every trade and civic body and every 
individual fight for his rights. Washington 
stands united in this matter and insists that 
the United States assume its just share of the 
cost of governing the District of Columbia.

MISS ABBOTT WANTS 
CHILD CRIME INQUIRY 


Head of Children’s Bureau 
Points Out Need of Sta- 
tistics by Courts. 


The creation of a division in the 
Children’s. Bureau of the Department 
of Labor to be devoted exclusively to 
the study of causes of juvenile 


delinquencies and their prevention was 
urged yesterday in the annual report 
of Miss Grace Abbott, chief of the 
Children’s Bureau. 

During the last year, according to 
Miss Abbott, there has been gTeat evi- 
dence for the heed of such a division. 
Too much is being paid for the care 
and punishment of criminals and not 
enough to the suppression of crime, 
she said. 

A plan for uniform reporting of 
Juvenile Court statistics of delinquency, 
dependency and neglect became effec- 
tive through the bureau during the 
last. year. Miss Abbott pointed out 
that 80 courts in 20 States have co- 
operated in the movement, including 
the courts of this city, New York, 
Philadelphia, Buffalo, Detroit, Cincin- 
nati and other large cities. 

At present the work in the field of 
‘juvenile delinquencies is being done by 
social services. The creation of a 
‘division of the Federal bureau to 
‘handle such work would require an 
annual appropriation of $50,000, and, 
in the opinion of Miss Abbott, a careful 
study of the situation would be the 
foundation of the program.

that a 24-hour. strike of students 
throughout Roumania had been called 
today in protest against the arrests of 
the students. 

| The government intends to present

by the student and antisemitic riots 
In authoritative’ circles it is believed 
that the government will pay for the 
damages in full. 

Members of the regency today grant- 
ed an audience to Dr. Filderman, preSi- 
dent of the Union of Hebrews of Rou- 
mania, who related the student dis- 
orders. The regency authorized Dr 
Filderman to communicate its regrets 
and disapproval of the riots to shis 
union and expressed hope that the gov- 
ernment will punish the guilty parties 

The prompt investigation by the 
Roumanian authorities of the beating 
of Wilfred N. Keller, American citizen. 
at Oradea Mara, has made it unneces- 
sary for William S. Culbertson, Ameri- 
can Minister, to make a personal trip 
to that place to investigate. Foreign 
Minister Titulescu has promised Mr 
Culbertson that full reparation will be 
made to Keller for personal injuries 
and business losses.

‘ Ring; of Cards, Goes 


Back to Phils. in 
5-Player Deal.

EW YORK, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—Two 
of the biggest baseball deals of 
the winter were completed today 

in as busy a trade market as has ever 
marked the opening of the winter 
major league gathering. While mag- 
nates went into a “huddle” behind 
closed. doors, brisk negotiations in the 
hotel. corridors developed these two 
outstanding transactions: 

1. Exchange of Lu Blue, first base- 
man, and Harry Manush, outfielder, of 
the Detroit Tigers, for Harry Rice, out- 
fielder, and Elam Van Gilder, pitcher, 
of the St. Louis Browns, along with 
a third player to be tossed into the 
bargain -later by the Browns. 

2. Another five-player transfer by 
which the St. Louis Cardinals obtained 
Shortstop Jimmy Cooney, outfielder; 
Johnny Mokan and Catcher Clarence 
Jonnard from the Phillies in exchange 
for’ Catcher John Schulte and Pitcher 
Jimmy Ring. 

Both deals were declared to be devoid 
of cash consideration. 

Speculation focused on the identity 
of the third player the Browns are to 
send to Detroit, but it seemed fairly 
certain, despite reports to the contrary, 
that it would not be George Sisler, 
famous first sacker. 

Sisler still is one of ‘the principal 


‘| prize packages on the market and his 


‘departure from St. Louis is regarded as 
a cetrainty in view of the-acquisition 
of Blue, unless the latter is to be in- 
volved in another trade. Detroit, how- 
ever, has Johnny Neun available for 
duty at the initial bag. 

Washington, the Athletics and White 
Sox all were reported angling for Sisler, 
with Washington thought most likely 
to obtain him. Bucky Harris, Wash- 
ington’s young pilot, was noncommittal 
on the subject, except to say that he 
was interested in any advantageous 
proposal. 

Volunteer bargainers suggested that 
the Detroit-St. Louis deal might turn 
out to be three-cornered, with Wash- 
ington getting Sisler and passing him 
along to the Tigers for Johnny Neun, 
plus some other consideration. The 
general belief was, however, that any 
club getting Sisler would likely keep 
him. 


In parting with Blue and Manush 
the Tigers lost two men who have 
been. big cogs in the Detroit ma- 
chine for years. Manush was the 
batting king of the American 
League in 1926, but had a struggle 
to keep around the .300 mark last 
season. Blue’s — stickwork also 
dropped off. : 


In their first big deal as pilots of 
their clubs, Manager Bill McKechnie, of 
the Cardinals, was.considered to have 
gained a slight edge over Burt Shotton, 
new Philadelphia manager. 

Ring, who figured in the famous 
Hornsby-Frisch trade last winter, goes 
back to the. Phillies after a two-year 
absence, during which he has been 
badly off form. He was the mainstay 
of the Phillies’ staff before he left, 
however, and Shotton believes he is 
due for a comeback. 

There seems little to choose in the 
swapping of Catchers Schulte and Jon- 
nard, but the Cardinals got. a useful 
outfielder in Mokan and a good utility 
infielder in Cooney. Already’ well 
equipped with pitchers, the Cards con- 
sidered ‘they could well afford to let 
Ring go.

By preventive dentistry is meant not 
only filling cavities, cleaning and pol- 
ishing the teeth and treating the gums, 
but also attending.to-the mother’s diet. 
Dr. Grumpertz, who made a study. of 
the condition of the ‘teeth in a large 
number of child-bearing women, says 
that every pregnant woman should 
drink a quart of milk, six to eight 


glasses of water and eat plenty of 
fresh, green vegetables everyday... Meat 
should be eaten sparingly.»

Evacua- 
tion of Americans from outlying dis- 
tricts was proceeding, the message 
added fifteen having been brought to 
Shameen up to 10 p. m., December 12.

Shanghai, Dec. 13 (A.P.).—In an in- 
terview with foreign newspaper men 
today, Chang Kai-Shek, head of the 
Kuomintang party, stated that at a 
party conference last week he in- 
structed Foreign Minister C. C. Wu and 
Gen. Pei Ching Hsi, to “take the neces- 
sary steps to close Soviet consulates in 
Nationalist territory in China.” 

Chiang said these instructions had 
hitherto been kept secret periding their 
execution but that the outbreak in 
Canton made it necessary for the Nan- 
king government to declare its attitude.

Disappointment was expressed at 
headquarters of navy yard machinists 
yesterday when it was learned the navy 
Wage board of review had granted this 
trade only a 2-cent increase instead 
of a 26-cent one, a maximum rate of 
$1.10 having been requested at hearings 
of the board and a rate of 86 cents an 
hour given. Raises of from 1 to 3 
cents an hour were granted most navy 
yard employes here and elsewhere. 

Machinist officials explained last 
night that under the new schedule the 
Navy Department gets a superior class 
of workmen at navy yards for a wage 
that corresponds with that which in- 


ferior machinists in private industry |

At headquarters of the National Fed- 


@ration of Federal Employes, which was 
interested in a general 25 per cent in- 
Grease for clerical and general forces at 
this and other naval industrial estab- 
lishments, preliminary investigation of 
the board findings revealed no increases. 
President Luther C. Steward, of the 
federation, said last night: “The cleri- 
cal and general employes in the yard, 
Davy yards and station will be justi- 
flably disappointed upon learning that 
the schedule of wages for the calendar 
year 1928 issued today by the Navy De- 
partment afford them no relief.” 


Recalls Wage Cut of 1921. 


“These employes,” he explained, “suf- 
fered a drastic wage cut in 1921, which 
they have never regained. With con- 
Siderable expenditure of money and ef- 
fort, data was secured and submitted 
to the local wage board, which would 
Rave justified substantial increases, 
which data was very largely approved 
by the local board composed of naval 
Officers. % 

“Apparently facts have been ignored 
and the schedule seems to the employes 
affected. as an arbitrary refusal to ad- 
just the Navy wage scale on a compa- 
Table basis with similar positions in pri- 
vate employment. The act of 1862 pro- 
vided wage-fixing machinery for the 
civil employes of the naval establish- 
ment. We are forced to the conclusion 
that the present operation of this ma- 
chinery is more or less an empty ges- 
ture, expensive alike to Government 
and the employe.” 

Representatives of industrial forces 
concerned are not yet prepared to state 
whether protests will be forthcoming.

PAY AATSE FOR DISTRICT 
HEADS BEFORE CONGRESS 


Capper and Bowman Urge 
$10,000-a-Year Salary for 
the Commissioners. 


MOTOR BILL INTRODUCED 


A bill to raise the salaries of the two 
civilian Commissioners of the District 
from $7,500 a year to $10,000 a year 
was introduced in the two houses of 


Congress yesterday. The bill also would 
bring the annual income of the En- 
gineer Commissioner to $10,000, by 
authorizing the payment to him of the 
difference between that sum and his 
annual Army pay and allowances. The 
Citizens Advisory Council long has ad- 
vocated more money for the Commis- 
stoners. 

The bill was introduced in the Senate 
by Senator Capper, of Kansas, chairman 
of the Senate District committee, and 
in the House by Representative Bow- 
man, of West Virginia, a member of 
the House District committee. These 
two also introduced bills to raise the 
compensation of the assistants to the 
Engineer Commissioner to $6,000 a year. 

Senator Jones, of Washington, again 
introduced his bill to provide compen- 
sation for individuals injured in motor 
accidents and to the dependents of 
those killed in such accidents. 

The bill would establish a District 
of Columbia motor vehicle insurance 
fund, which would be built up from 
premiums paid by motorists. Every 
owner of a motor vehicle registered in 
the District would be required to pay 
such premiums. The fund would be 
administered by the United States 
Employes Compensation Commission, 
which would make awards to those 
injured or to the dependents of those 
killed in motor accidents. 

Senator Jones also introduced a reso- 
lution to provide a site in this city for 
a memorial to the pioneers ‘of the Pa- 
cific Northwest. He also introduced 
bills to equalize the pay of park police- 
men with that of metropolitan police- 
men, and to permit benevolent and 
educational societies organized under 
the laws of the District to hold legal 
meetings outside of the District. 


OYSTER-SHELL SALE 
CRITICS ANSWERED 


Roberts Reports Refuse Not 
Owned by City, in Reply 


to Commissioners. 


George M. Roberts, superintendent of 
weights, measures and markets, yester- 
day submitted to the Commissioners 
his reply to a recent report by the Bu- 
reau of Efficiency which criticized the 
sale of oyster shells from the municipal 
fish market to an Alexandria firm at 
57. cents a ton and the repurchase of 
some of them by the District for the 
reformatory foundry at Lorton, Va., 
for $7.50 a ton. 

“The District shucks no oysters, 
therefore really owns no shells,” said 
Roberts’ report. “Those which fall into 
its hands are mostly shells left by pub- 
lic shuckers at the shucking shed.” 

Roberts went on to say that the piles 
of shells include clam shells which 
are not valuable for lime and which 
decompose more rapidly than oyster 
shells. He says any one who wants 
shell can get it by moving it away 
promptly and that he had not been in- 
formed that the reformatory needed 
any. 

“Prompt removal to prevent stench is 
more urgent than increased profit,” the 
report said. .

Test Case Delayed

WILL DIE JANUARY 1

TAXES AS ET OFF FOR 
SCHOOL TUITION URGED 


Means Sought to Benefit Non- 
resident District Prop- 
erty Owners. 


TRADE GROUP TO REPORT 


Adopting the principle of the Cramp- 
ton bill, providing that nonresident 
school children attending classes in the 
District be requirec to pay tuition, the 
committee on schools of the Board of 
Trade yesterday appointed a committee 
to draft a report in keeping with exist- 
ing laws, whereby nonresident parents 
owning property in the National Capi- 
tal, can use their amount of taxes as 
a .set-off, as well as those employed 
here. 


Stephen E. Kramer, superintendent 
of schools, stated that the cost of edu- 
tion of nonresident pupils was about 
$100 apiece for the approximate num- 
ber of 3,000 childrer attending local 
schools from nearb: Maryland and Vir- 
ginia. This takes about $300,000 of the 
yearly school budget, he pointed out. 
He further stated that if the non- 
resident pupils attending the ‘Western 
and Central High Schools were not at- 
tending these institutions, the serious 
congestion’ now prevailing would be 
eliminated. 

Although the board is on record op- 
posing election of personnel of the 
Board of Education, the committee ap- 
pointed another special group to con- 
sider the Gasque bill, introduced at 
this session, which contains the elec- 
tion feature, which will report to the 
full committee early next month. A 
motion was adopted to give pupils of 
the high schools free textbooks and 
supplies. Consideration to the estap- 
lishment of schools for crippled children 
will be given by a special committee, 
headed by Mark Lansburgh, which will 
also report the first part of January. 

The committee accepted the invita- 
tion of the secretary of the Board of 
Education to have two representatives 
present at a meeting of the educa- 
tional body to be held at the Franklin 
School Thursday night, when a joint 
session will be held with the Parent- 
Teacher Association, civic and trade or- 
ganization groups, when school items 
in the District budget will be discussed. 


BARGAIN DAY YULE 
MAIL PLAN EXTENDED 


Postoffice to Accept Letters 
for Special Christmas De- 
livery Until Friday. 


Clarence E. Schooley, superintendent 
of mails at the city postoffice, yester- 
day announced that the “bargain” offer 
of holding Christmas letters and cards 
at the office for delivery on December 
21, 22 and 23, has been extended two 
days, making the special service effec- 
tive. through Friday of this week. 

The popularity of the new plan is at- 
tested by the fact that over 100,000 
letters and cards have been received 
during the first two days of the offer. 
Several hundred calls were received 
from all sections of the city asking that 
the time be extended. 

Anyone having their mail ready with- 
in the time limits of the offer can have 
their mail taken to the city postoffice 
by notifying their carrier of the hour 
if will be ready or by telephoning Main 
7272, branch 329 or 327, or by taking 
it to the substation in their vicinity 
where it will be forwarded tothe: cen- 
tral office.

Consideration of the bids by the 
committee will have to be expeditious, 
as a contract must be awarded to obli- 
gate the money appropriated for the 
purchase before the end of the year, or 
the funds will revert to the Treasury. 

The Commissioners refused a request 
of the Columbia Heights Citizens As- 
sociation to sponsor a change in the 
law so that abutting property owners 
would not have to meet special assess- 
ments for street widening. 


Reply by Commissioners. 


The Commissioners replied to the as- 
sociation that the widening is usually 
initiated by petitions of abutting prop- 
erty owners; that it enhances property 
value; that the law requires them to 
pay 40. per cent of the cost, and that 
“there seems tc be no adequate justifi- 
cation for the Commissioners to seek 
a change in this law.”
